With a continued increase in 
orders it was today believed but 


a question of a short time until the 
employment of the normal force of 
approximately 1000 woulld be justi- 
fied. The increase in the business is 
coming both from the coast and from 
the Chicago district, according to 
Mr. Richardson, and a considerable 
portion of the work now being turn- 
ed out is that which was formerly 
planned to handle in Chicago, but 
which it is now found can be doné 
in Ontario more advantageously.
